The  Democratic  Party  then  designated 
Gov.  Rampton  to  represent  the  party 
at  the  assembly  on  Thursday. 

Both  assemblies  are  open  to  the 
public  and  both  will  be  covered  live  by 
KBYU-TV,  Channel  11. 


Reagan,  who  served  two  terms  as 
governor  of  California,  made  an 
unsuccessful  bid  against  Gerald  R.  Ford 
for  the  GOP  nomination  for  president. 

Since  the  completion  of  his  term  as 
governor,  he  has  written  a  weekly 
syndicated  newspaper  column,  held  a 
daily  commentary  which  is  broadcast 
over  nearly  300  radio  stations  and 
appeared  in  various  speaking 
engagements  across  the  nation. 

Before  embarking  on  his  political 
career,  Reagan  was  best  known  as  a 
popular  film  actor  and  producer.  He 
has  50  feature  films  to  his  credit  and 
also  hosted  and  acted  in  the  television 
series  “Death  Valley  Days.” 

Gov.  Rampton,  who  has  served  three 
terms  as  governor  of  Utah,  is  not 
seeking  reelection  this  year.  His 
leadership  ability  was  recognized  by 
the  state  governors  of  the  United 
States  when  they  elected  him 
chairman  of  the  National  Governor’s 
Conference  for  1974-75. 


In  1972  Rampton  was  selected  to 
receive  the  first  annual  BYU 
“Outstanding  Public  Administrator  of 
the  Year”  Award.  The  award  was 
presented  by  the  BYU  Master  of  Public 
Administration  Association  and  the 
Institute  of  Government  Services. 

A  plaque  presented  to  him  at  that 
time  cited  him  for  “overall  excellence 
of  leadership  in  administering 
governmental  affairs  for  the  State  of 
Utah.”  It  continued:  “Through  his 
personal  interest  *  a  new  sense  of 
professionalism  was  introduced  into 
state  government.” 

Gov.  Rampton,  a  Bountiful  native, 
attended  George  Washington  University 
and  completed  his  LL.  B.  degree  at  the 
University  of  Utah  Law  School  in  1940. 
.While  in  Washington  D.C.,  he  served  as 
the  administrative  assistant  to  Utah 
Congressman  J.W.  Robinson. 

In  Utah  he  has  served  as  Davis 
County  Attorney  and  Assistant  State 
Attorney  General.

ASBYU  Attorney  General,  traffic 
citations  are  issued  by  Security.  “BYU 
will  probably  issue  somewhere  around 
20,000  tickets  this  year.  About  2,500 
to  3,000  will  be  appealed,”  he  said. 

A  student  can  appeal  a  citation  by 
taking  it  to  Traffic  Court,  where  he  can 
be  represented  by  a  student  defender. 
The  case  is  tried  by  a  judge  of  the 
Common  Court  system.  A 
representative  of  the  Attorney 
General’s  Office  acts  as  prosecutor. 

...  According  to  Rebby  Messerly,  the 
acting  senior  justice  of  the  Common 
Court  system,  the  criteria  for  reducing 
fines  are  such  things  as  first  offense  and 
incoming  freshman  with  no  experience 
driving  on  campus. 

A  fine  may  be  suspended  for  a 
person  in  an  emergency  or  a  person 
who  “thought  he  was  really  right,”  she 
said. 

“Most  of  the  appeals  are  guilty,  but 
the  question  is  how  guilty  —  $20 
worth,  $15  worth,”  she  said.  “We  try 
to  make  it  worth  their  while  to  appeal 
the  ticket,  if  they  feel  they  are  right. 
The  leniency  is  in  favor  of  the 
student.” 

June  Babiracki,  the  ASBYU  student 
defender,  said  more  fines  have  been 
suspended  or  reduced  this  year  than 
last  year.  “From  a  personal  opinion,  I 
feel  the  courts  are  more  lenient.” 

Miss  Babiracki  said  she  feels  very  few 


students  are  trying  to  get  away  with 
anything.  “It’s  just  not  worth  it  unless 
they’re  sincere,”  she  said.  “And 
generally,  I  think  the  rulings  have  been 
fair.” 

Chaffin  said  a  student  doesn’t  always 
pay  full  fine  because  he  was  able  to 
show  that  an  extenuating  circumstance 
did  exist. 

According  to  Golden  Hardy,  traffic 
coordinator  for  Security,  students  are 
found  not  guilty  because  of  such  things 
as  signs,  not  properly  placed  and  paint 
worn  off.  “Some  students  will  plead 
ignorance,”  he  said.  “Not  all,  but  some 
will  get  off  on  pleading  ignorance.” 

Miss  Messerly  said  students  are  found 
not  guilty  because  of  such  things  as 
officers  not  seeing  the  student’s  proper 
sticker,  missing  signs,  recent  changes, 
improperly  written  tickets,  mistakes  on 
an  officer’s  part  and  construction. 

“The  first  month  we  are  pretty 
lenient  with  beginning  freshmen,  but 
now  we  may  be  a  little  harder,”  she 
said. 

Miss  Babiracki  said  students  are 
found  not  guilty  because  or  incorrectly 
filled  out  tickets  or  lack  of 
jurisdiction-  the  person  isn’t  a  student 
or  was  not  on  BYU  property. 

Sometimes,  “the  person  really  wasn’t 
in  violation.  That  is  fairly  rare.  My 
experience  with  Security  is  that  they 
are  a  fairly  competent  group,”  she  said. 


First  priority  deadline  Nov.  5 
as  winter  registration  opens

Students  may  begin  registering  for 
winter  semester  now,  according  to 
Douglas  J.  Bell,  assistant  registrar. 

Class  schedules  may  be  purchased  in 
the  Bookstore  or  at  the  Registration  ■ 
Office  for  50  cents.  One  registration 
form  is  included  with  each  class 
schedule.  Additional  forms  may  be 
picked  up  from  the  college  advisement 
centers,  Bell  said. 

The  first  priority  deadline  for 
submitting  forms  is  Nov.  5.  Students 
are  to  turn  the  registration  forms  to 
their  advisement  centers.  Bell  explained 
that  students  who  meet  the  first 
priority  deadline  will  receive  a 
confirmation  form  by  mail 
approximately  Dec.  5. 

Bell  encouraged  students  to  meet  the 
first  priority  deadline.  Over  20,000 
students  met  fall  semester’s  first 
priority  deadline,  he  said.  The 
registration  office  expects  winter 
semester  to  be  about  the  same. 


Any  student  who  misses  the  first 
priority  deadline  will  run  the  risk  of 
not  getting  his  ideal  schedule,  Bell  said. 
Many  classes  will  be  filled  and  will  not 
be  available  for  students  who  meet 
later  deadlines,  he  said. 

Students  should  plan  carefully  and 
fill  out  their  registration  form,  Bell 
said. 

Many  students  fill  out  the  maximum 
hours  box  and  credit  hours  incorrectly. 
The  hours  should  be  listed  in  total 
hours  and  tenths,  15.0  or  14.5  for 
example,  he  said. 

Students  should  also  use  all  1 2  spaces 
in  the  ideal  schedule.  The  computer 
will  scan  this  box  first  and  include  any 
open  class  until  the  maximum  hours 
limit  is  reached,  Bell,  said.  The 
computer  will  then  check  the  alternate 
classes  and  class  reservoir. 

Bell  added  that  care  should  be  taken 
to  print  numbers  exactly  like  the 
examples  on  the  form.

“The  U.S.  has  a  lot  of  involvement  in  South  Africa, 
but  I  doubt  the  sincerity  of  that  involvement,”  said 
Akpan  Osom,  a  graduate  student  in  accounting.”  No 
one  is  verbally  supporting  the  white  policy  in  South 
Africa,  but  financially  the  U.S.  supports  them  with 
guns  and  weapons,”  continued  Osom. 

A  month  ago  in  the  township  of  Soweto  300  black 
youth  were  killed  during  riots.  “The  white  policemen 
employed  the  use  of  guns  in  dispersing  the  crowd, 
which  is  inhuman,”  said  Osayande. 

“If  the  blacks  in  America  are  a  minority  then  why 
can’t  the  whites  in  South  African  accept  their 
position  as  a  minority,”  said  Regina  Osom,  a  senior  in 
math.  “If  integration  in  the  U.S.  is  possible  than  it 
can  be  the  same  elsewhere,”  Mrs.  Osom  continued. 

Mrs.  Osom  compared  the  situation  of  the  blacks  in 
South  Africa  to  that  of  the  Israelites  when  they  were 
under  Egyptian  domination  and  had  no  rights.  The 
whites  deny  the  blacks  all  their  rights,  such  as  the 
right  to  worship  where  they  please,  equal  pay  in  jobs 
and  the  same  educational  opportunities,  she  said. 

The  apartheid  policy  of  separatedness  is 
“inhuman,”  said  Osayande.  “We  are  all  created  by  the 
same  god,  therefore  we  are  equal,  “But  the  blacks  in 
South  Africa  are  in  chairs  and  have  no  chance  to 
prove  themselves.  The  road  to  progress  for  the  blacks 
has  been  shut  because  they  are  not  allowed  to  set 
goals  for  themselves  in  terms  of  anything,”  Osayande 
said. 


The  whites  as  a  group  of  people  in  South  Africa, 
said  Osom,  “are  stubborn  and  cannot  hear  the  outcry 
from  the  black  people.  They  refuse  to  confirm  to  the 
world’s  standard  of  integration  and  equality.” 

Because  the  whites  feel  they  are  the  ruling  class  and 
must  impose  their  will  on  the  blacks  and  oppress 
them,  “The  only  suitable  solution  will  be  war  and 
forcing  the  whites  out  of  South  Africa,”  said  Osom. 
“No  human  ever  excepts  force  from  another  because 
each  has  individual  rights,”  said  Mrs.  Osom. 

“Peaceful  means  have  brought  no  change  in  the 
past  thus  forceful  means  are  the  only  solution. 
Forcing  prime  minister,  of  South  Africa  to  give  up 
the  policy  of  apartheid  and  integrate  blacks  in  the 
same  line  as  whites  is  necessary,”  said  Osayande. 

“A  fear  of  the  whites  is  that  the  blacks  want 
vengeance  and  bloodshed.  Blacks  are  humans  and  have 
feelings  also.  They  want  to  live  peacefully  with  the 
whites,”  said  Osayande. 

“But  if  the  presence  of  the  whites  is  at  the  expense 
of  black  lives,  it  is  better  that  they  leave,”  said  Mrs.

Ford,  Carter  enter  final  week 


President  Ford,  stressing  economic  themes  in  his 
last  pre-election  visit  to  crucial  California  and  other 
Western  states,  promised  Monday  to  hold  down 
federal  spending  because  it  contributes  to  inflation 
that  is  “just  another  high  tax.” 

Meanwhile,  in  Plains,  Ga.,  Democrat  Jimmy  Carter 
made  preparations  for  his  own  coast-to-coast  trip  that 
will  keep  him  moving  in  search  of  votes  until  the  eve 
of  the  election  showdown  with  Ford  on  Nov.  2. 

Aides  to  Carter  said  tjie  Democratic  nominee  would 
issue  a  statement  on  the  environment  before  his 
scheduled  departure  for  South  Carolina  and  Illinois. 

He  will  visit  eight  states,  including  six  of  the  largest 
where  strategists  for  both  campaigns  believe  the 
election  may  be  decided.  Polls  show  Carter  slightly 
ahead,  slightly  behind  or  running  neck-and-neck  with 
Ford  in  these  areas. 

These  include  California,  New  York,  Illinois,  Ohio, 
Pennsylvania  and  Texas.  Ford  is  covering  much  of  the 
same  ground  on  a  campaign-closing  barnstorming  tour 
which  -  like  Carter’s  —  is  accompanied  by  a  media 
blitz  of  radio  and  television  appearances. 

F,ord  declared,  during  a  visit  to  Seattle,  a.  city 
troubled  by  high  unemployment,  that  his  recent 
proposal  to  require  aircraft  noise  reduction  would 


result  in  250,000  new  jobs  for  the  aircraft 
construction  industry. 

Touring  California  on  Sunday,  he  appeared  on 
statewide  television  in  a  campaign-sponsored 
“interview”  with  sports  broadcaster  Joe  Garagiola, 
who  is  a  Ford  volunteer.  Similar  live  programs  are 
planned  as  Ford  visits  four  and  perhaps  five  other 
major  states.

Emphasizing  a  theme  that  his  administration  has 
the  record  and  the  experience  to  merit  voter 
approval,  Ford  argued  that  Carter  would  imperil  U.S.

defense  budget  —  a  measure  that  the  Democrat  insists 
can  be  carried  out  simply  by  cutting  waste. 

Ford  said,  “I  don’t  challenge  Mr.  Carter’s  good 
intentions,  but  I  do  challenge  his  programs.” 


In  a  speech  to  be  broadcast  on  the  Mutual  radio 
network,  the  President  promised  to  restrain  federal 
spending  because  it  contributes  to  inflation.  “I  don’t 
believe  the  American  people  should  be  taxed  any 
more,  and  inflation  is  just  another  high  tax,”  he 
declared.

The  vice-presidential  candidate  were  campaigning 
in  the  Northeast,  with  Democratic  Sen.

Mondale’s  day  began  badly  when,  through  a  staff 
snafu,  he  reached  the  gates  of  the  U.S.  Steel  Corp.

Later,  Mondale  breakfasted  with  steelworkers  at  a 
Duquesne  cafe  and  called  the  area’s  1 4  per  cent 
unemployment  rate  “the  reality  of  what’s  going  on.”

The  initiative,  which  voters  will  decide 
Nov.  2,  would  impose  a  five-year  annual 
budget  ceiling  of  $915,300,000  beginning 
next  year.

—  the  proposal,  the  resolution  says,  would 
throw  Utah  state  and  local  government  into 
financial  chaos.

—  the  resolution  says  such  a  proposal 
would  seriously  affect  the  education  of 
children. 

—  the  proposal  would  seriously  cripple  the 
present  highway  system,  according  to  the 
Chamber.

Many  critics  say  the  proposal,  which  had  been 
rejected  in  a  similar  vote  several  years  earlier,  was 
passed  with  support  from  newcomers  associated  with 
pipeline  construction.  They  feel  many  of  these  people 
favor  growth  and  change,  at  any  cost. 

The  site  many  believe  will  be  chosen  is  Willow 
South,  which  is  right  next  door  to  Houston.

Willow  South,  which  is  the  closest  to  Anchorage, 
only  70  miles  away.

Y  snakebite  victim 
in  good  condition 

A  BYU  student  who  was  bitten  by  a  Mexican 
black-tailed  rattlesnake  was  reported  in  good 
condition  Monday  at  the  University  of  Utah  Medical 
Center. 

Earl  C.  Loveless,  a  senior  from  Pocatello,  Idaho, 
was  bitten  Friday  while  demonstrating  how  to  handle 
the  snake  to  members  of  the  Utah  League  of 
Herpetology  at  the  BYU  snake  farm. 

He  was  rushed  to  Utah  Valley  Hospital  and  later 
taken  to  the  medical  center  in  Salt  Lake  City. 

“I  feel  fine,”  sand  the  Herpetology  major, 
explaining  the  incident  as  a  “freak  accident.” 

“The  snake  has  been  there  for  years,  and  I’ve  been 
handling  them  for  a  long  time,”  Loveless  said,  adding 
he  “probably  was  about  due.” 

The  snake  struck  Loveless’s  hand  when  his  snake 
stick  slipped  while  he  was  attempting  to  pin  the  head 
of  the  rattler  to  the  bottom  of  the  cage. 

The  Mexican  black-tailed  rattlesnake  is  a  heavily 
built  snake  that  is  able  to  inject  more  venom  into  its 
victims  than  rattlesnakes  found  farther  north.

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Institute's  programs 
focus  on  food  needs 


Six  law  students 
to  test  court  skil 


The  Ezra  Taft  Benson  Institute  on  campus  may 
someday  assist  the  world  and  the  Mormon  church  in 
taking  care  of  its  growing  nutritional  and  food  supply 
needs,  according  to  a  member  of  the  institute. 

D.  Delos  Ellsworth,  associate  director  of  the 
institute  said,  “Our  major  function  is  to  help  church 
members  improve  their  self-sufficiency  in  food  and 
nutrition  capabilities.”  The  privately  funded  institute 
does  agricultural  and  food  research  for  the  church 
and  outside  the  church,  said  Ellsworth. 

The  projects  of  the  Benson  Institute  vary,  said 
Ellsworth.  There  is  a  quality  control  lab  for  the 
church’s  welfare  system,  he  said. 

Last  summer  the  institute  conducted  a  project  to 
measure  the  different  yields  from  different  sized  plots 
of  ground.  The  church  has  also  asked  the  institute  to 
develop  a  criteria  for  home  storage  and  gardening  for 
each  country  in  the  world. 

As  a  result  of  the  institute,  a  new  class  is  being 
offered  to  students  this  semester  and  in  subsequent 
semesters.  The  class,  numbered  210,  is  offered  in 
three  areas  of  study:  agronomy  and  horticulture, 
food  science  and  family  management.  Students  in  the 
class  learn  how  to  raise  a  garden,  how  to  store  and 
preserve  food  and  the  economics  of  raising  a  garden, 
said  Ellsworth. 

The  quality  control  lab  for  the  church  welfare 
system  is  headed  by  Hal  Johnson.  According  to 
Johnson,  the  purpose  of  the  lab  is  to  check  the 


quality  and  content  of  all  foods  produced  and  canned 
by  the  church.  The  lab  also  does  research  and 
development  on  new  foods. 

Sometimes  members  of  the  church,  who  do  the 
church  canning,  have  the  attitude  that  it  doesn’t 
matter  what  goes  in  the  can  because  it’s  going  to 
welfare  recipients,  said  Johnson.  For  this  reason,  lab 
workers  test  various  samples  of  church  canned  foods 
to  insure  their  quality.  Church  canned  foods  are  “as 
good  or  better”  than  the  food  we  buy  on  the  shelf 
said  Johnson. 

The  purpose  of  the  garden  plots  project  is 
threefold,  according  to  Dr.  Laren  R.  Robison, 
director  of  the  project.  1)  HoW  much  food  can  be 
produced  in  a  container  on  a  patio  or  window  box;  2) 
The  amount  of  production  one  can  get  off  a  given 
area  of  land  under  intensive  management;  and  3) 
What  effect  it  would  have  on  a  person’s  ability  to 
grow  food  in  limited  space  if  he  had  no  access  to  the 
companies  that  produce  fertilizers  and  pesticides. 

If  a  person  wants  to  know  whether  it’s  worth  his 
time  and  money  to  plant  a  garden  in  a  5’  x  5’  space, 
the  anser  is  yes,  said  Dr.  Robison. 

The  project  also  includes  studies  in  tropical 
agriculture.  This  part  of  the  project  is  designed  to 
help  members  of  the  church  in  tropical  areas  to 
produce  a  “growing”  home  storage,  said  Dr.  Robison. 

The  Benson  Institute  received  its  name  in  honor  of 
former  secretary  of  agriculture,  Ezra  Taft  Benson. 
The  institute  is  now  a  year  old  and  is  still  trying  to 
raise  a  $3.5  million  endowment  fund  to  become 
self-sufficient.

BYU’s  thrashing  of  Utah  State 
Saturday  provided  more  than  a  45-14 
romp  for  the  Cougars. 

Along  with  Gifford  Nielsen’s  NCAA 
single-game  ’76  season  passing  mark  of 
468  yards,  school  and  stadium  records 
were  set  in  the  contest. 

The  Cougars  and  the  Aggies 
combined  to  tally  99  passing  attempts, 
which  equaled  a  1965  performance  by 
the  same  teams.  Of  the  99  attempts, 
5  3  receptions  were  tallied,  which 
bettered  the  1973  aerial  show  between 
BYU  and  New  Mexico,  where  52 
receptions  were  recorded. 

The  win  gave  the  Cats  another 
chance  to  bolster  their  confidence  for 
this  week’s  meeting  with  Arizona 
State. 

“We  came  through  in  good  shape 
physically.  We  decided  to  hold  Dana 
Wilgar  and  Steve  Miller  out  for  next 
week  and  not  risk  them  getting  hurt 
again,”  said  Coach  LaVell  Edwards. 

The  Sun  Devils,  after  a  disappointing 
start,  have  won  their  last  two  games, 
beating  New  Mexico  31-15  last 
Saturday  in  Tempe,  to  virtually  knock 
the  Lobos  out  of  the  WAC  race. 

BYU  and  ASU  are  tied  in  the  WAC 
standings  at  2-1  each,  behind  surprise 
conference  leader  Wyoming,  who 
rolled  past  Utah  45-22. 

The  Cowboys  had  another  fine  day 
on  the  ground,  racking  up  465  yards 
via  the  wishbone.  Sophomore 
quarterback  Marc  Cousins  led  the 
Pokes’  ground  gainers  with  104  yards. 

ASU  quarterback  Dennis  Sproul, 
was  praised  by  the  Sun  Devils’  Frank 
Kush  for  his  three-touchdown 
performance  against  the  Lobos. 
“Dennis  played  exceptionally  well  and 
our  offensive  line  made  a  big 
difference,”  Kush  said. 

Safety,  John  Harris  returned  a  punt 
for  the  fourth  ASU  touchdown  and  the 
coach’s  son  Dan  Kush,  added  two  field 
goals  that  completed  the  scoring  for 
ASU. 

In  other  WAC  games,  Colorado  State 
added  its  third  straight  victory  with  a 
28-7  triumph  over  winless  Texas-El 
Paso.  The  improved  CSU  Rams  meet 
Wyoming  next  Saturday  in  what  could 
be  the  deciding  game  for  the  WAC 
champion. 

Arizona  met  eighth-ranked 
Texas-Tech  and  came  away  on  the 
short  end  of  a  52-27  drubbing. 

CSU  displayed  an  impressive  ground 
game  with  276  yards.  Quarterback  Dan 
Graham  hig  paydirt  twice,  and  running 
back  Ron  Harris  added  six  points  after 
a  60-yard  punt  return  by  Harry 
Washington. 


UTEP  got  its  only  touchdown  on 
sophomore  quarterback  Steve  Smith’s 
one-yard  run. 

The  Arizona  Wildcats  allowed 
unbeaten  Texas-Tech  428  yards 
rushing  in  their  defeat  Saturday  and 
could  only  manage  two  scoring  passes. 

Next  Saturday’s  contest  between 
BYU  and  ASU  will  break  the  tie  for 
second  in  the  standings.  BYU  finds 
itself  in  a  must -win  situation  if  it  is  to 
maintain  its  Fiesta  Bowl  hopes.  The 
Cougars  are  the  only  team  to  appear  in 
the  post-season  extravaganza  besides 
Arizona  State.
